Jobs axe looms 
as council looks 
to cut spending 

AT least 14 back office jobs are at risk at 
Harlow Council as the cash-strapped 
authority looks to make savings in the 
wake of savage cuts to its Government 
grant settlement. 

Last month Whitehall announced plans to 
slash the Conservative-run authority's 
funding by 25 per cent over the next two 
years - throwing the future of services 
and jobs into doubt. 

This week council leader Andrew Johnson 
revealed that a consultation over potential 
job losses is now under way with back 
office staff, with around 14 posts 
currently under threat. 

"People are aware that as a result of 
Government spending reductions the 
council is going to have to make some 
tough decisions about services and 
council jobs,” he said. 

"We will ensure that frontline services are 
protected as far as possible, but there are 
currently a number of posts in back office 
services at risk which could result in 
around 14 being lost." 

Mr Johnson admitted that further budget 
proposals could affect staff in other 
departments. 

"The council's proposed budget report for 
2011/12 will be published at the end of 
January and at this time we will know 
how many posts may be lost," he added. 
"We will support those affected and look 
to redeploy staff where we can to 
minimise the number of compulsory 
redundancies, but it is going to be tough.”

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Recycling rate 
hits new high

HARLOW residents are being 
urged to stay green in the New 
Year after smashing recycling 
records in 2010. 

Almost 12 months after Harlow 
Council rolled out its controversial 
wheelie bin waste collection scheme 
across the town, recycling rates have 
rocketed to more than 50 per cent, 
with over 10,000 tonnes of waste 
being diverted away from landfill 
sites in the past year alone. 

And following Christmas and 
New Year festivities, the authority is 
now encouraging residents to keep 
up the good work by recycling their 
leftovers, wrapping paper, cards and 
even Christmas trees. 

Tony Hall, chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s environment policy working 
group, said: “Wrapping paper, card¬ 
board, food jars and tins as well as 
old sweet and biscuit tins can all be 
recycled from home. 

“Christmas is also a time when 
we buy extra food so if you not using 
the leftovers, recycle it using our 
weekly food waste collection.” 

Any extra recycling should be put 
in boxes or untied plastic bags (not 
black or purple), while extra food 


HARLOW bin crews are on track 
to complete all pick-ups for dry 
and food waste by Monday, 
according to Harlow Council. 
Normal collections were postponed 
in a number of areas during the 
run-up to Christmas as it was 
deemed too hazardous for lorries 
to negotiate iced-up side roads and 
cul-de-sacs. 

But refuse and recycling teams 
worked overtime on three days 
after Christmas plus an additional 
Saturday to pick up uncollected 
rubbish. Bin crews are now 
working to an additional collection 
timetable which can be viewed on 
the council’s website at 
www.harlow.gov. uk.

Although collections are currently 
running behind schedule due to 
adverse weather conditions in the 
run-up to Christmas, households are 
advised to continue to put out their 
waste and recycling if it is not col- 


The council hopes the normal bin 
collection timetable will be back to 
normal after this weekend. 

Tony Hall, chairman of the 
council’s environment policy 
working group, said the authority 
was grateful for residents’ patience 
during the cold snap. 

“We know it is frustrating for 
householders not to get rubbish 
picked up but safety going in and 
out of roads had to be our key 
concern,” he said. “Thanks to the 
hard work of the bin collection 
teams and the council’s staff in 
keeping people informed, we have 
managed to keep on top of the 
problem in often difficult 
circumstances.”

Cllr Hall added: “2010 has been a 
great year for recycling and this is all 
thanks to residents.

But the report also highlights several areas in 
which the college needs to improve, drawing 
attention to the “uneven” promotion of equali¬ 
ty and diversity in lessons and noting that stu¬ 
dents have complained that feedback given by 
teaching staff often lacked detail.

Nick Barton, recently appointed managing 
director after performing the role on an inter¬ 
im basis since the departure of former boss 
David Johnston at the end of November, 
believes that now growth to 68m passengers 
a year has been ruled out by both the 
Government and Labour opposition, co¬ 
operation, not conflict, is the way forward. 

He made it clear he wants to work with his 
neighbours to ensure the airport continues its 
mission to be as environmentally friendly as 
possible while growing as the region’s lead¬ 
ing single-site employer and a benefactor to 
the communities most affected by its opera¬ 
tion. 

“We need to rebuild the airport’s relation¬ 
ship with its community,” he said. “Airports 
are controversial entities; wherever they are 
they are controversial and it’s incumbent on 
me to balance the arguments. 

“I know a lot of people have deeply-held 
convictions about the airport but I’m very 
passionate about it and can see the benefits it 
produces, not just locally but at a national 
level. 

“Now the prospect of a second runway has 
receded, it gives us an opportunity to rebuild 
relationships. I’m certainly wanting to make 
sure that the positive message on the airport 


is heard loud and clear.” 

Mr Barton (44) pledged to continue press¬ 
ing for reductions in noise and emissions. 
Even during the latest weather crisis, envi¬ 
ronmental impact remained at the top of the 
airport’s agenda. De-icing agent was used as 
sparingly as possible - and then any residue 
was removed to prevent contamination of 
local water sources. 

The recent snow has also offered an unex¬ 
pected opportunity to showcase what Stan¬ 
sted has to offer to new passengers and air¬ 
lines alike. 

It remained operational while ice-locked 
Gatwick and Heathrow hogged the headlines 
for all the wrong reasons and aircraft were 
diverted from both to the Essex hub. 

And Mr Barton was full of praise for 
BAA’s staff and the 10,500 employees of the 
almost 200 firms who also work on the air¬ 


port for their efforts. 

“They have all been magnificent. I have 
not seen one example of anyone dragging 
their feet or failing to deliver, despite the 
weather.” 

Currently about 19m travellers pass 
through its terminal annually, but unlike its 
major London rivals it has the capacity to 
expand to 35m a year. 

While uncertainties remain over Stansted’s 
ownership - now the subject of a BAA 
appeal to the Supreme Court - Mr Barton is 
focussed on increasing the 20 airlines which 
serve more than 140 destinations in 31 coun¬ 
tries. 

He said: “Airports are a scarce resource 
and I’m incredibly proud to have been given 
the opportunity to lead this particular airport 
because it has the potential to make the most 
of the recovery.”

ESSEX residents are being 
urged to reach out to the 
most vulnerable children.

RESIDENTS have complained at the 
smell caused by rubbish piling up 
outside their homes after refuse col¬ 
lections ground to a halt during the 
recent cold snap. 

Pick-ups in some parts of the town were 
stopped for two weeks as ice and snow pre¬ 
vented bin crews from making their rounds. 

As crews struggled to catch up following 
the Christmas and New Year period, some 
residents were still having to put up with 
piles of waste from festive celebrations last 
week. 

One resident of The Conyers, in 
Rivermill, contacted the Star because she 
feared bags piled up outside the block of 
flats were a health and safety hazard. 

“The block has 27 flats in it and the rub¬ 
bish from all of them is building up out¬ 
side,” she said. “It smells absolutely dis¬ 
gusting and is surely some kind of environ¬ 
mental or health and safety hazard. 

A neighbour added: “There is no way in 
or out of the block without having to step 
over the rubbish. There are families with 
young babies living here.” 

The resident said that when she contacted 
Harlow Council on Friday they could not 
give her any assurances when the next col¬ 
lection would be. 

Tony Hall, chairman of Harlow Council’s 
environment policy working group, urged 
residents to “bear with us” but warned there 
could be more delays if the severe weather 
returns. 

“Waste and recycling crews continue to 
work hard to catch up with collections,” he 
said. “Delays are unfortunate but with the 
severe weather conditions last week we had 
to put the safety of residents and our crews 
first. 

“We ask residents to bear with us as we 
catch up and we apologise for any incon¬ 
venience. 

“It is anticipated that collections will be 
running fully to the published Christmas 
and New Year programme from January 10. 

“However, if there is more snow and ice, 
collections could face further delays. We 
will continue to keep people up to date.”

King of the strings 


H OW many people reading 
this page know that one of 
the world’s finest jazz 
guitarists hails from Harlow? 

Martin Taylor has gone from humble roots 
to perform and record extensively, 
working with musicians such as Stephane 
Grappelli, Chet Atkins, Bill Wyman, 
George Harrison, Dionne Warwick, Sacha 
Distel, Bryn Terfel and Jamie Cullum 
The guitarist is often referred to as a Scot 
but he was in fact bom in the upstairs 
bedroom of his parents’ council house in 
Collins Meadow in 1956.

His family had moved to the new town 
from Surrey after his father, Bill, found a 
job here as a postman. 

Martin was encouraged to play the guitar 
by his dad and it wasn’t long before the 
local music scene had an influence on the 
budding musician. 

At the age of eight he visited the 
haberdashery owned by Alan Summers in 
The High which sold musical instmments. 
He was allowed to play one of the 


expensive guitars but only if he took off 
his dirty jumper! 

However the shop assistant quickly 
realised his talent and soon he was 
demonstrating the guitars in the shop. 
Martin was not even a teenager before he 
joined his father’s band, playing at social 
events in Essex and Hertfordshire. 

“We were never short of gigs,” the former 
Passmores schoolboy later recalled. 
“Harlow had a lot of social clubs back 
then. Everyone was in work and they used 
to go to the clubs every weekend.

Making a spectacle 
of Chinese chickens 



CHICKEN farmers in China are so fed up 
with their birds getting into a flap with 
one another they have given them 
sunglasses to help keep the peace! 

The experiment in Chengdu, capital of the Sichuan 
province in south west China, has a practical use beyond 
making the birds cock-a-hoop with how cool they look. 

The snazzy shades were designed to help avoid scraps 
breaking out between rival roosters at the farm by 
obscuring their vision slightly, making it more difficult for 
the birds to pick fights. 

“Because they are allowed to roam around during the 
day in the open space, it is inevitable the cockerels will

T OUGH love is the best 
way to describe how this 
Seat Leon FR TDI has 
been treated in the past 
month. 

Its abilities have not waned 
or suffered as the months 
have rolled by and it is just as 
appealing, if not more so, 
than the first day I took it 
home. But the sheer diversity 
of weather and the hefty 
amount of ground it has had 
to cover has meant it clearly 
felt a bit sorry for itself. So do 
I. 

The scariest part is that the 
Leon has been clocking up 
about 2,500 miles a month. 
Scary because it’s hard to 
remember where all those 
miles have gone, but more so 
because the Leon clearly does 
a fine job of massaging those 
miles away and avoids you 
feeling every single yard. 
Crossing the 12,000-mile 
barrier has also meant the 
Leon politely asked for its 
first service. With variable 
servicing intervals it won’t 
always come at this distance, 
but given the amount of 
ground it covered there’s no 
shame - an average driver 


wouldn’t see a dealer for 12 
months or more. 

There was a reminder with 
500 miles to go, but such has 
been the workload for this 
beast of burden that it was 
past that marker before it 
finally got to put its feet up. 
Once the booking was made, 
getting the Leon some TLC 
was as fuss-free as you would 
hope. Rather than loiter in 
the rather well-equipped 
waiting area, I asked a 
colleague to run me back to 
the office. 

Later that afternoon the 
phone rang to tell me that the 
Leon was ready to go. Freshly 
washed and vacuumed, it was 


a pleasure to step back inside 
knowing it had been on the 
receiving end of some 
professional attention. Fluids 
were topped up, oil changed 
(with a top-up bottle of the 
high quality oil put in the 
boot) and a thorough 
checkover revealed no 
problems. 

And with that the Leon was 
back on the road and back to 
clocking up big distances in a 
single hit. With the 2.0-litre 
diesel unit properly loosened 
up, the balance between 
performance and economy 
was even more enjoyable to 
exploit. 

The regular commute of 33 


miles could either be 
performed at a wallet¬ 
pleasing 51mpg or in 10 fewer 
minutes with a little more 
exercising of the right foot. 
Either way, the Leon 
managed to bridge the gap 
between the two so neatly 
that it never felt 
compromised whether 
cruising or tearing up some 
challenging roads. 

There was more guilt to come 
as it went through a run of 
bad luck. 

Firstly some inconsiderate 
moron left a smudge of blue 
paint and an inch-long crease 
in the driver’s door in an 
airport car park without so 


much as a written apology, 
never mind a phone number. 
Then the front left tyre 
started to drop pressure on a 
regular basis (helpfully 
pointed out by the standard 
tyre pressure monitoring 
system). A visit to a local tyre 
fitter revealed a two-inch 
screw firmly embedded in the 
outer wall. 

Tempting though it was to go 
for a cheaper option, the 
remaining Pirelli P Zeros 
were all well within 5mm of 
tread so although it wasn’t 
cheap at £125, keeping the 
sweet handling balance was 
worth a little extra. 

And then a winter wash to 
remove road grime revealed a 
black mark on the back pillar 
and a scrape on the rear 
bumper, evidence of more 
inconsiderate and selfish 
parking. 

I don’t think the Leon has 
become a target for envy, but 
the anguish it caused just 
proved how it had worked its 
way into my affections. 

A car that is so genuinely 
capable and seemingly suited 
to almost anything you can 
throw at it is hard not to 
love.

1. impose a 50 miles per hour speed limit, prohibit 
overtaking and allow for traffic to run on the hard 
shoulder of the Mil - 

1.1 between points 1000 metres south of the 
centre point of Junction 7 (Harlow Interchange) 
and 1000 metres north of the centre point of 
Junction 8 (Birchanger Interchange), and 

1.2 northbound entry and southbound exit slip roads

• northbound vehicles up to J8a, to return on the

The temporary mandatory speed limit (which will not 
apply to emergency service vehicles) closures and 
overtaking ban (which will not apply to works, 
emergency service, or traffic officer vehicles), hard 
shoulder running and diversion routes will be clearly 
indicated by traffic signs throughout the works period.

Cycling, netball 
win over public 

But football on decline says report

NEW participation fig¬ 
ures published by 
Sport England paint a 
mixed picture of 
progress in grassroots 
sport, with strong 
growth in running and 
cycling but a decline in 
other major sports, 
including football, 
rugby and swimming. 

Overall, the slow but steady 
increase in participation num¬ 
bers seen over the past five 
years continues, with nearly 
7m people now taking part in 
sport at least three times a 
week. 

The Active People Survey 
results show that regular par¬ 
ticipation is now 123,000 clos¬ 
er to the Government’s aim to 
get one million people playing 
more sport by 2012-13. 

Weekly participation in ath¬ 
letics - including running - 
has swelled by over 263,000 
over the past two years, 
buoyed by a growing network 
of informal running groups 
across the country. 

Over the same period, 
cycling’s numbers are up by 
almost 100,000. 

British Cycling chief execu¬ 
tive, Ian Drake, said: “We put 
great stock on trying to ensure 
our participation initiatives 
truly meet the needs of those 
we’re hoping to get involved 
in our sport. 

“Indeed, we can partly put 
the continued success down to 
the fact that we listen to par¬ 
ticipants and adapt our offer¬ 
ings based on the feedback we 
receive. 

“We’re committed to get¬ 
ting more people on their 
bikes and importantly, keeping 
them cycling. 

“What is particularly excit¬ 
ing for us is that we’re confi¬ 
dent there’s plenty more to 
come and throughout 2011 we 
will be launching more new 
initiatives to help get more 
people cycling more regular¬ 
ly” 

Netball’s participant num¬ 
bers are up by more than 
26,000, an increase of a fifth 
in the size of the sport in two

years. 

Much of this success comes 
from the Back to Netball pro¬ 
gramme, which tempts 
women to return to the sport. 

This is just one of the initia¬ 
tives that have contributed to a 
recovery in women’s partici¬ 
pation in netball in 2010. 

England Netball chief exec¬ 
utive, Paul Clark, said: 
“England Netball are 
immensely proud of the suc¬ 
cess of our Back to Netball 
scheme. 

“The realisation that ‘one 
size netball’ does not fit all 
was a turning point for the 
organisation and has allowed 
us to begin to reach out to 
women who would never have 
contemplated returning to the 
game through more traditional 
structures, allowing them to 
participate on their own terms. 

“The Netball Development 
Officer workforce have done a 
fantastic job of rolling this out 
locally and we look forward to 
continued success in the 
future.” 

The figures show the con¬ 
tinued under-performance of 
five of the top seven participa¬ 
tion sports, including the only 
sports with more than two mil¬ 
lion weekly participants - 
swimming and football. 

Their size means that this 


decline has a major impact on 
the overall growth of grass¬ 
roots sport in the UK. 

For these two - and other 
sports such as cricket and 
rugby - the challenge is to 
arrest the drop in participation 
outside the club structures 
where they have traditionally 
focused most of their atten¬ 
tion. 

The past 12 months have 
also been a tough period for 
sports that are costly and time- 
consuming such as golf and 
sailing. 

There has been a marked 
drop in participation in these 
activities among men aged 
between 35 and 44. 

Sport England chief execu¬ 
tive, Jennie Price, said: “It 
would be fair to describe the 
results as a mixed bag. 

“It’s good to see a wide 
range of sports - from individ¬ 
ual pursuits like running to 
small team sports like lacrosse 
- demonstrating that, with the 
right approach, increasing 
grassroots participation is a 
realistic ambition. 

“What is concerning, how¬ 
ever, is that a number of major 
sports have yet to deliver, 
despite significant levels of 
investment. 

“They now urgently need to 
demonstrate their ability to 


grow participation in their 
sport and prove they can make 
a significant contribution to 
sport at the grassroots level.” 

Hugh Robertson, minister 
for Sport and the Olympics 
said: “During the comprehen¬ 
sive spending review we 
fought hard to get a good set¬ 
tlement for sport, keeping the 
whole sport plans in place. 

“Now it is vital to see a 
return from the investment 
sports get from the public 
purse. 

“I want every pound that 
national governing bodies 
spend on the grassroots to 
count. 

“Our recently launched 
‘Places People Play’ strategy 
will help get more people par¬ 
ticipating but we also need 
sports’ governing bodies to 
step up to the plate and deliv¬ 
er. 

“Some sports are making 
progress such as athletics and 
netball and we need to learn 
lessons from them to get 
growth across the board.” 

Sport England is 18 months 
into a four-year investment 
period for 46 sports’ national 
governing bodies. 

The sports have been set 
individual targets to increase 
participation over the four 
years. 


HECC coach 
hopeful of 
ECB Level 
Four badge 

LUKE Humphrey is on the path to reaching 
one of the highest echelons of cricket coach¬ 
ing. 

The 30-year-old head coach at the HECC 
(Herts and Essex Cricket Centre) on the edge 
of Harlow began a two-year programme to 
obtain his ECB Master Coach Level Four 
badge in 

September. 

Humphrey, who 
used to play for 
Bishop’s 
Stortford, is study¬ 
ing mainly at 
Loughborough 
University. 

His studies 
embrace areas 
such as game 
preparation and 
game manage¬ 
ment, as well as 
physical fitness 
and psychology. 

Humphrey said: 

“I’m enjoying it 
and it’s a big challenge. It will just add to what 
we want to achieve at the centre, which is to 
hopefully put out the best cricket facilities and 
coaching we can have.” 

Humphrey was nominated for the ECB 
Level Four badge by the former ECB League 
batting coach Dene Hills. 

This was after Humphrey, below, worked 
alongside Hills at the National Cricket 
Performance Centre in Loughborough earlier 
this year. 

Humphrey has also worked with coaches 
including ex Zimbabwe skipper Dave 
Houghton, and helped select prospective play¬ 
ers for the England U-13, U-16 and U-19 sides 
for talent tests. 

It was the second time Humphrey, from 
Little Hadham, had tried to get on the Level 
Four course. 

Humphrey was interviewed by a three-man 
panel in July who gave him the thumbs up for 
the ECB Level Four qualification. 

He said: “I was apprehensive about the 
interview as I had gone for it before about 
three years ago and didn’t make it. 

“Looking back I can see why; I wasn’t 
ready for it. I didn’t have a very good inter¬ 
view as I wasn’t in the right place to start the 
two-year course.” 

In the long-term Humphrey hopes to stay 
coaching at the indoor cricket centre, which 
moved from near Harlow Mill to High Wych a 
couple of years ago. 

This is a family-run business, but as a coach 
he would like to go as far as he can. 

“In the long term it will be great having 
massive connections with the cricket centre,” 
he said. 

"I shall be based here as I look to become a 
specialist batting coach and maybe look at 
local areas and their squad players on that 
basis, out of this cricket centre.” 

The facilities include five cricket lanes, up- 
to-the-minute video feedback to eradicate 
error and a cricket shop. The centre hopes to 
have an outdoor pitch in place by 2012.
